The brakeman wheif last seen alive 
was walking on the roof of his train 
a short distance east of where his 
bod} was later found. 
The jury found that Mr. Spillers was 
shaken or jerked off the top of his 
train by tile violent movement of the 
cars as, they passed over the spongy 
and 
defective 
track. 
The railroad’s 
contention that the deceased was kill­ 
ed by lightning during 
the 
violent 
storm that was raging at the time, 
was repudiated by the jury. 
The case was filed at Sedalia in 
March of 1912 by Harvey D. Dow and 
taken to Benton county by the railway 
company on a change of venue, where 
it was given up by Mr. Dow and dis­ 
missed for want of prosecution, but 
later reinstated bv Judge Calvird at 
the solicitation of G. R. Spillers, father 
of 
the 
unfortunate man. 
Prince A

'I lie w in te r losses of bees a re great 
every year. 
Beekeepers can reduce 
these losses by preparing their bees 
for w in te r au d giving them good win­ 
ter q u arte rs. 
T h e chief known causes for w inter 
losses a re queenlessness, lack of nuin-' 
hers in colonies, insutlicimr, lo<id, p«»'*r 
food, dam pness, lack of air, tin* break­ 
ing of clusters, 
a n d low 
te m p era­ 
tures. 
A queenless colony will certainly die 
in a few months. 
If the nu m b e r of bees in a colony is 
small, 
th e 
cluster 
cannot generate 
enough h eat or keep the heat it gen­ 
erates and th e bees freeze. 
Iii the 
fall small colonies should be united 
into one big colony. 
Bees m u s t eat in the w inter iu order 
to generate heat. 
They m u st have 
about 
40 
pounds 
of 
honey 
when 
they go into w in te r quarters. 
If they 
a re short, they should be supplied 
early with finished fram es 
or 
fed 
sugar sirup. D a rk (not am ber) honey 
is poor loud fo r bees to w inter on. Ail 
black honey should be removed and 
combs of w hite honey should be in­ 
serted. 
D am pness in a cellar causes the 
combs and fram es and tile hive walls 
aud cover to get w et and moldy, and 
the bees perish from w et cold.

IG.— Every 
farmer lias his engineering problems. 
W hether In* is most interested in cat­ 
tle, hogs or field crops, he has prob­ 
lems in engineering to solve and must 
be more or less of an engineer. The 
program in Agricultural Engineering 
for Farmers’ Week at tile University 
of Missouri, January I to f*. is design­ 
ed especially to answer these prob­ 
lems for the fanner. 
Some of tho 
subjects to be handled are: 
Gas En­ 
gines and Tractors, Farm Buildings, 
Tile Drainage, and the Prevention of 
Soil Erosion. 
Nearly every farmer uses or will 
use a gasolene engine. 
But very few 
of them can operate an engine with 
out trouble. 
Often when an engine 
is needed the worst it refuses to run. 
A better understanding of the opera­ 
tion of engines is needed so that a 
man may know what 
to 
do 
when 
trouble occurs. 
Work will be given in 
tho operation and repair of engines, 
during Farmers’ Week. 
The tractor question is a live one. 
Many farmers are asking whether it 
will pay them to buy a tractor and 
what kind to buy. 
T hese questions 
will be taken up and there will be 
two of the latest types of tractors to 
work on. 
Farmers of the state are spending 
money on farm machinery at the rate 
of $25,000,000 a year. 
A great deal 
of this money is being spent without 
‘enough planning 
and 
forethought. 
Buildings should be planned to give 
tile greatest convenience and longest 
service for the least expense. 
Espe­ 
cial stud} will be made of the ar­ 
rangement, design and construction 
of various 
buildings 
for 
Missouti 
farms. 
The farm home will come in 
for its share of the attention. 
One of the worst 
problems 
con­ 
fronting the Missouri farmer today is 
the prevention of soil washing. Soil 
rertilitv is lost arid largo ditches un­ 
being cut in tho fields. 
A large part 
'»f this loss can bo stopped by simple 
preventive methods. 
On some farms 
this trouble has been entirely d im ° 
ated. 
Prevention of soil washing and 
(lie drainage are to be fully discussed 
during Farmers* Week.

In the colder sections of the country, 
wherever varieties not hardy enough 
to withstand severe winters are grown, 
grapevines should be artistically pro­ 
tected. 
Under such circumstances tile 
vines should he pruned as soon as they 
become dormant. The system of prun­ 
ing 71 lo 111 * I fie such as to easily admit 
of laying down the stalk and canes for 
next season’s fruit production. 
The 
next step is to cover these parts with 
litter, leaves, or earth in such a way 
as to protect them from severe or re­ 
peated freezing and thawing and to 
leave them covered until just b efore 
the season tor growth the following 
spring.

Common and Very Effective Remedy Is 
Dose of Castor Oil— Best to Feed 
Calf Twice Each Day. 


(By W. L. FOWLER. Department of Ani­ 
mal Husbandry. Oklahoma A. and JU- 
College, Stillwater.) 
The change of climate and milk 
should not cause a calf to scour, un­ 
less too much milk of poor quality is 
given to the calf en route or after it 
arrives. 
Scours are generally caused 
by heavy feeding or by the use of cold 
or sour milk fed 
out of unclean 
buckets. 
In case the calf scours. I 
would cut its amount of milk to about 
one-half and give a close of castor oil, 
or a mixture of salol and bismuth sub- 
nitrate. 
The latter is a common rem­ 
edy and is very effective. 
The best practice is to feed the calf 
twice a day. 
If you are milking your 
cows three times a day, the calf can be 
fed as often. Good results are had by 
feeding the calf warm sweet milk im­ 
mediately after the cows are milked. 
lf the calf is of the Jersey or Guernsey 
breed, eight to ten pounds of milk a 
day for the first few weeks will be 
enough. If you have no way of weigh­ 
ing the milk, it would be a genal idea to 
fet'd just a little more than half a gal­ 
lon of milk twice a day.
